REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary reason 
for allowance is based on Applicants' amendment filed February 4, 2009 which overcomes the 
rejections set forth in the previous Office Action of claims 1-5, 7, 10, 11, and 17. The claimed 
process avoids the use of silver dicarboxylates, which is used in the prior art, and thus the final 
product is devoid of silver metal impurities. The products made by said process are also 
unobvious over the prior art products, especially oxaliplatin.
